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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the response to the election/restriction filed on February 23 , 
2005. 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of the invention of Group I, claims 1-5, in the reply 
filed on 2/23/05 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the examination of 
Groups II, Group III and Group IV, in additional to the examination of Group I would place no 
additional serious burden on the examiner. This is not found persuasive because the examination 
of the invention of Group II, Group HI and Group IV would require the examination of 
patentable distinct feature not found in the invention of Group I and would place additional 
serious burden on the examiner. 

3. The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

4. If applicant desires benefit of a previously filed application under 35 U.S.C. 120, specific 
reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the instant application. For benefit 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the reference must include the relationship (i.e., 
continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of the applications. This should appear as the 
first sentence(s) of the specification following the title, preferably as a separate paragraph unless 
it appears in an application data sheet. The status of nonprovisional parent application(s) 
(whether patented or abandoned) should also be included. If a parent application has become a

17(t), and (3) a statement that the entire delay between the date the claim was due 
under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(2) or (a)(5) and the date the claim was filed was unintentional. The 
Director may require additional information where there is a question whether the delay was

5. Claims 1-5 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

7. The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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8. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bayer et al, U.S. 
Patent 6,3 1 1, 190 (hereinafter Bayer). 

9. As per claims 1 and 4-5, Bayer taught the invention as claimed comprising: 

first recording means for recording second data for displaying a picture for inputting first 
data specifying a user for registration, in association with attributes relevant to said user (col. 20, 
lines 40-46; col. 25, line 34-col. 26, line 8); 

first receiving means for receiving, from an information processing device used by said 
user, a transmission request for transmission of said second data (col. 26, lines 34-42), along 
with third data specifying said information processing device and said attributes (col. 26, line 65- 
col. 27, line 22); 

selection means for selecting said second data recorded in said recording means, based on 
said attributes received by said first receiving means (col. 27, lines 55-61; col. 28, line 57-col. 
29, line 7); 

transmission means for transmitting said second data selected by said selection means to 
said information processing device (col. 29, line 64-col. 30, line 8); 

second receiving means for receiving said first data which specifies said user and which 
has been input from said information processing device based on said second data (col. 30, lines 
8-21); and 
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second recording means for recording said first data in association with said third data 
specifying said information processing device used by said user (col. 30, lines 25-42). 

10. As per claim 2, Bayer taught the invention as claimed in claim 1 above. Bayer further 
taught wherein said first receiving means receives the information indicating the language as said 
attribute (col. 27, lines 9-22). 

11. As per claim 3, Bayer taught the invention as claimed in claim 1 above. Bayer further 
taught wherein said first receiving means receives the information indicating a terminal device 
used by being connected to said information processing device as said attribute (col. 26, line 65- 
col. 27, line 22; col. 30, line 64-col. 31, line 3) 

CONCLUSION 

12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Linsk, U.S. Patent 6,353,849, disclosed a system for presenting a customized webpage 
based on the attributes of the requestor. 

Hecksel el al, U.S. Patent 6,151,707, disclosed a system for product registration.
